REDUCTION OF RAILROAD WORKING 
FORCES ON THIS COAST. 


W e have said that the result of the un­ 
fair and—under present conditions—irre­ 
sistible competition of the Canadian P a­ 
cific Railroad with the American trans­ 
continental lines must result as unfavora­ 
bly to the cities and towns of the interior 


as upon the term ini. 
W e believe that 
th at was too m ild a statem ent. 
T he effect 
upon way places will be more serious than 
upon the commercial m arts of the sea 
coast. 
For it is inevitable if the through 
traffic is, to any great extent, stripped 
from the American roads, and they are 
still to be operated, that they must draw 
th eir maintenance from charges laid upon 
the local or way traffic. 
Under present 
conditions a railroad crossing the conti­ 
nent, and fairly sharing the through traf­ 
fic with its legitim ate competitors, is able 
to operate, as to way traffic, at a much lei s 
local charge than if the road were depend­ 
ent upon th at way traffic alone. 
This 
proposition is too self-evident to demand 
another word of explanation. 
As capital is, by the nature of things, 
self-protective and flees in the face of as­ 
sault, it is not at all surprising that with 
the threat of continued unfair competi­ 
tion by an alien road, a home road should 
exercise the caution th at retrenchm ent 
always represents. Take the Central P a­ 
cific Railroad as an example: threatened 
with the competition of the Canadian P a ­ 
cific Railway upon lines and under condi­ 
tions th at greviously handicap the Am eri­ 
can 
road 
and give its 
rival 
much 
the advantage that a wrestler has over 
his opponent whose hands are bound be­ 
hind his back, it is not at all a m atter to 
be wondered at that the operators of the 
road should lim it its output with a view to 
bring its operating exjieiLses and construc­ 
tion and repair accounts to a low minimum. 
T he same rule of action th at would te 
manifest in the conduct of a private busi­ 
ness mnst be exjiected to apply to the 
policy of a corporation. 
We witness, 
therefore, the prem onitory signs of cau­ 
tion and preparation in the reduction of 
the working forces in the railroad machine 
shops in this city. 
W hoever reflects upon 
the situation must become convinced that 
the operators of the road are simply doing 
th a t w hich under like conditions any 
business man would do—continuing with a 
lessened expense account until freed from 
th e em barrassment and of a threat to d i­ 
vide his business w ith another without en­ 
larging his field of operation. 
Communities that have long leaned to 
any considerable extent upon great m anu­ 
facturing industries are very apt to fall 
into the attitude of de|iendenee, without 
due thought of the jiossihle contingency 
th a t the industry may lie subjected to con­ 
ditions necessitating serious lim itation of 
activity. 
Commercial history and indus­ 
trial annals arc full of instances of this 
nature, 
G reat industries have before this 
been, by ordinary caution, compelled to 
reduce their working forces, and, strange 
as it may seem, it is nevertheless true that 
th e communities affected are very apt to 
visit reproaches ii|n n them for th at which, 
in private conduct of business, would be 
applauded. 
In this age we have coma to 
look upon eoqioratc processes as the best 
and well nigh the only feasible ones for 
the conduct of great enterprises, and at 
the same tim e to hold these useful aggre­ 
gations of capital bound to a different and 
more stringent rule of business action than 
th at which controls in private business 
conduct. 
There is not probably any community 
upon the enast better informed upon this 
subject of alien competition w ith A m eri­ 
can roads, that is now having so much of 
public attention, than Sacramento. 
It iias 
had such close relation so many years with 
the industrial activity of a great railway 
corporation th at the people have, it may 
lie said, become fam iliar with the condi­ 
tion of the business vitality of the road, 
by reason of the pulse-beat through its 
principal mechanical works. 
It is a read­ 
ing aad a thinking and a conservative 
com m unity, and reasons from cause to 
effect rationally. 
It thus happens th at in 
Sacram ento the discharge of a large num ­ 
ber of workmen from the railroad shojw is 
attributes! with uniform accuracy to the 
true reason—that of economic caution. 
Hence it is that there is a notable excep­ 
tion to the tendency referred to, and no 
reproaches arc visited upon the railroad 
operators for action that the jieople well 
understand is for the best interests, not 
only ot the road, but of th e whole State 
and the American coast. 


It will lie profitable to very briefly com­ 
para the two great agencies of commerce 
th at are engaged in this gigantic struggle, 
one of ihe natural results of which is the 
redaction of industrial activity in Sacra­ 
m ento this summer. 
The American roads 
were aided by the Government, 1 u t the 
latter is demanding the return of its ad­ 
vances in ni'ist port, an t requiring th a t a 
stated m m of the earnings shall lie paid 
into the N ational Treasury in advance of 


men', to make commercial conquests in all 
lands. There are those who hold to the 
radical doctiise th a t the Uritish Govern­ 
m ent has not, in view of international ob­ 
ligations, the right to so project itself into 
commercial enterprise as to subject the 
trade of other nations with which it is at 
peace to the domination of its schemes. 
B ut all such considerations, if not vain 
and far-fetched, can weli lie put aside for

The State Hoard of Trade Keady to 
Assist Farmers to Secure Help for 
the Coining Season.

WHITE LABOR IN VINEYARDS. 
I and which latter there is ample reason to j 
1 believe it was not seriously contemplated | 
j should lie returned to the Government. The 
j original transcontinental line was con­ 
structed at enormous cost, and at the sac­ 
rifice of the advances of credit at equally 
enormous discounts. 
I t was constructed in 
the face of contemptuous local opposition, 
and the almost universal declaration th at 
the scheme was impracticable; 
it was 
undertaken in the face of topographical 
obstacles held by the majority to be insur­ 
mountable. 
Nevertheless, though a state 
of war prevailed, and m aterials were of 
excessive cost, the public credit strained, 
and all the conditions discouraging, the 
road was completed seven years in advance 
of the tim e specified, and was accepted by 
the Government as a post and m ilitary 
road. 
Its effect has been the settling 
the country, the development of its re­ 
sources, vastly economized Government 
expenditure, and 
augmented 
price 
of 
Government lands. 
I t has brought within 
the field of civilizing influences regions 
theretofore inaccessible, and but little ex­ 
plored; has made the union of the contin­ 
ental shores inseparable and contributed 
more than any other agency to the devel­ 
opment of th e em pire of the Pacific. 
It 
has paid vast sums into the treasuries of 
the N ation, States, counties, cities and 
towns by way of taxation; it has success­ 
fully withstood the assaults of the dema­ 
gogue and the impracticable, and above 
all has experienced the monstrous wrong o^ 
having to meet rivals for trade—parallel 
railroad lines— th at have been more liber­ 
ally aided by the Government than it, and 
that came into the competitive field to 
divide its earning capacity solely by the 
countenance, comfort and direct subsidies 
of the Government, th at at the same time 
demanded of this original line th at it dis­ 
charge obligations in full, despite the 
action of the Government in crippling its 
earning capacity. 
Now this same transcontinental line is 
confronted by a competitor nnder the 
patronage of the B ritish Government that 
possesses these rem arkable advantages: 
Its subsidies in the aggregate exceed the 
sum of all the subsidies granted to all 
American roads; its first subsidy or bonus 
was $25,000,000; the land allotted to It in 
fee simple was 25,000,000 acres; it was 
given free entry for ali its materials for 
construction ; it was given the right of 
way, and all its station and dock area and 
water frontage; the Canadian Govern­ 
ment constructed for it absolutely free 714 
miles of its road ; under its charter it is 
tax free forever, and its lands are 11011- 
taxable for the period of twenty years ; it 
enjoys the guarantee of the British and 
Canadian Governments th at there shall 
not for twenty years be constructed any 
parallel lines of road to compete w ith it— 
in this respect the Canadian road learned 
wisdom from the misfortune of the Amer­ 
ican line, th at was paralleled by rivals at 
the instigation of its chief creditor. 
This alien rival of the American roads, 
by purchase secures an outlet on the A t­ 
lantic on American so il; it possesses an 
outlet on the Pacific upon B ritish so il; it 
enjoys the advantage of Asiatic connec­ 
tions by steamers subsidized by the E ng­ 
lish Government in the enormous sum of 
$2,500,000, and the ships are to be, and 
those accepted are of such construction 
th at they can lie speedily converted into 
armored cruisers. 
This competitor finds at 
the East a coadjutor in New England, which 
selfishly demands th at the road shall be 
given the further advantage of the privi­ 
lege of taking traffic originating in our 
own country, and transporting it through 
the foreign territory for delivery at an­ 
other point in American territory, free 
from the ievy of customs duties. 
This 
rival to the American roads has already 
largely diverted from them the Asiatic 
traffic, and has made inroads upon the 
freight output of the far E ast th at consti­ 
tute serious menaces. 
It has direct con­ 
nections with several roads leading out of 
the U nited .States into the Northwest 
region, and is able to touch and affect the 
most im portant American interior com­ 
mercial points, and even to relate itself to 
the southern as well as the eastern and 
western seaboards of the nation. 
It is no 
wonder th at such a road can operate nnder 
the lowest rate of fixed charges known to 
any railroad system, or th at It can bid for 
freight and passenger carriage at rates 
th at are impossible to the taxed, interest- 
paving and rigidly regulated roads of the 
American system. 
We have by no means recited all the 
advantages enjoyed by the British rival to 
the American transcontinental lines, nor 
catalogued the reasons th at to many minds 
are sufficiently strong to justify interfer­ 
ence on the part of our own Government, 
directed to the protection of the American 
roads. 
It may well be doubted if, with 
the restraint of th at mistake, the Inter­ 
state Commerce law, the American roadsi 
even with tariff protection through export 
and im port duties, and the denial to the 
( anadian road of the bonding privilege, 
will then be sufficiently equipped with 
protective arnm r to do battle with a rival 
that has behind it the British Government 
itself, and the ambition of th at Govern- 


[S. F. Bulletin, July 29th.] 
The tim e is close at hand for the hiring 
of help to pick the grape crop of fhe State, 
and applications for situations are daily 
made at the State Board of Trade. 
It will 
be remembered that last year an earnest 
effort was made to supplant the labor of 
Chinese, which had for yearn been the 
chief help in the gathering of the grape 
crop. The idea had been suggested before 
last season, but no determ ined action was 
ever taken in the m atter until the State 
Board of Trade took the initiative step and 
placed a register in its rooms so that all the 
w hite men and boys desiring to go to the 
country could leave their names and ad­ 
dresses. W ith tbe aid of the State Board 
of Trade the growers were induced to favor 
the project, and Secretary Davies and Gen­ 
eral Manager Brown labored diligently in 
behalf of the movement. Their labors 
were crowned with success to a great ex­ 
tent, as correspondence was kept up with 
the growers, and in response word was re­ 
ceived that boys and men would be ac­ 
cepted and given an opportunity to com­ 
pete with the coolie labor. This was the 
opening wedge, and inform ation was eag­ 
erly awaited to learn what would be the 
result of the experim ent. It was not long 
in coming, for tbe growers who had un­ 
dertaken to do away with the Chinamen 
and responded in the affirmative tnat they 
would fill their places with the white 
classes, as a rule, sent back reports that 
they were satisfied with the m anner in 
which the work Dad been performed and 
they would follow the same plan when the 
next season arrived. 


THE NEW EXPERIMENT. 
One of the first persons th at answered 
the question “ W ill you employ white labor 
in preterence to C hiresj in the picking of 
the grape crop?” was W . H. McIntyre, 
Superintendent of the famous Vina Ranch, 
Teham a county, and who is also President 
of the Grape-Growers’ Association of Cali­ 
fornia. T hat gentleman sta»ed that he was 
anxious to solve the question, and directed 
tbe State Board of Trade to supply the 
labor, which was done. 
At the time ail the growers that intended 
m aking the change were aware of the fact 
that the white classes would have to be 
paid higher wages than tne Chinese were 
receiving, and as it was themselves that 
reguiated the wsges per day to be paid, 
which schedule proved entirely satisfac­ 
tory to tne white men and beys, all that 
was lacking 
W113 the opportunity to b e 
given a chance to work for the rate estab­ 
lished. nam ely,$1 a day and board for b >ys 
who did the picking, and $1 15 10 $1 25 
and board to those who boxed the truit 
and did harder work than picking. The 
coolies for the same work were receiving 
$1 a hay and boarding themselves. 
As siated in the first few lines of this ar­ 
ticle, “ the tim e being close at hand for the 
picking of this year’s crop,” a reporter of 
the Bulletin was detailed to find out what 
the prospects for the present year were, and 
if as m any whiles would be empluyed in 
the same work, eic. 


THIS YEAR’S PROSPECTS. 
The reporter at once sought out Mr. 
Davies, of the Slate Board of Trade, and 
requested information on th* subject. 
"W hat is the prospect for white help 
going into the country this year?” was 
asked. 
In reply, Mr. Davies said that, as far as 
he could ascertain, it was favorable, but the 
grape crop being somew’hat later this year, 
orders bad not commenced to come in on a 
large scale as yet. 
“ Will the demand be equal to that of 
la=t year?” 
“ I have every reason to believe it will, 
although the depression that the wine m- 
dustry is likely to undergo may have some 
eflect on it, but if the orders come we can 
suupiy the help.” 
“ Have any orders been received for help 
from aDv outside localities?” 
“ Yes, indeed, and we have been dispatch­ 
ing some persons each dav for a week; 
sometimes five or more. and I would not be 
surprised to receive letters for m uch larger 
numbers before long.” 
“Could you estim ate the num ber that 
will be likely to go into the country this 
year as compared with the Iasi season?" 
“No, 1 could not; but if you can find Mr. 
McIntyre, a prom inent person connected 
with the grape growing industry in the 
northern portion of tbe ¡átate, be can prob­ 
ably give you some reliable information in 
connection with tbe m atter.” 


ON THE V ISA RANCH. 
Mr. M cIntyre was the person now wanted 
by the reporter, and a snort b u n t located 
hint at the rooms of the V iticultural Com­ 
mission. 
“ Mr. McIntyre, as you hired white help 
for the 1 i-iking of the grape cron on the 
Vina ranch last year, will you relate the 
success of the experiment?” 
"Yes, I shall be glad to do so,” he re­ 
plied, and continuing, he said: 
“ You 
know. I suppose, that I am probably one 
id" the pioneers in the business. 
Last year 
I employed a large num ber of bovs and 
men to replace the Chinamen. 
W ith the 
boys I bad somewhat of a time but after 
they g it settled down to work I bad not a 
i article of trouble. 
One portion of them 
I found inclined to be rough and some­ 
what of disturbers, but they were soon 
weeded ou;; another portion of them got 
homesick 
for 
their 
mothers; 
another 
thought it was a little harder work than 
he bargained for. while still anorlrer pur 
tion arrived at the conclusion that tbev 
were oti on a vacation and had come tor a 
general good time. So by the time, as 1 
said, that I got them interested in their 
labors I found I had a good (55 per cent, o! 
earnest workers, aod they did their work 
to the best of their ability, and in a m an­ 
ner that was entirely satisfactory to me. 
1 
have learned through last yeiir’s experi­ 
ence that it will not do to take boys that 
are too young for the work, for s imetimes 
it turns out to be laborious and tbev 
weaken, and 1 prefer to employ large­ 
sized boyiand men. Another point that I 
gained in knowledge is that, while it is 
well and a good thing to have an agency 
where the hoys can register and be gath 
er*d together when wanted, it is bv far the 
best policy to deal with the boys them ­ 
selves directly. This season I shall adop’ 
a new method of em ploying the bovs. 
When this help is desired I 'shall notify the 
proper parries to gather them together, and 
will myself superintend the selection of 
them. 
It you deal with a bov directlv and 
make them one of the principal parties to 
'lie trat Hiction. they realize that they have 
made an agreement and will look upon it 
that 'here is some responsibility about the 
matter. 
W here the employment of hoys 
is made by outside parlies, parents or 
such, they do not regard the contract with 
the same feeling as if it were made per­ 
sonally. 
HOW TO MANAGE BOYS. 
“All of the growers can utilize white help 
to splendid advantage if they w ill use a 
little patience ar.d make a hoy that is oh; 
enough to work realize he is somewhat ol 
a man. 
1 speak of boy* that rang# in age 
from iff to IS years It the boys are allowed 
t 1 do their own talking in the making of 
the agreement when they reach their des­ 
tination there is no grum bling, and they 
find everything just as it . was represented 
when they entered into the contract and 
before they set eyes upon tbe place where 
they are to labor. The main point wirh 
the boys is to make clear to them that 
when 1 he agreement is made it is binding 
and they m ust live up to its conditions. 
Where a partv of boys is taken and art em­ 
ployer hss never seen them until they 
reach the point where the work is to be 
prrlormeti, he find* that misrepresentation 
lias been made to them , or ehv if the boys 
do not h it pen to like the surroundings 
they concoct a story 10 the effect that aflairs 
are not what they were told they were be­ 
fore they came, and many other things, and 
the trouble commences; so for this reason 
i ' is best to deal with the boys individu­ 
ally. Beyond the getting of ’tne laris to­ 
gether I would not deal with asecond party. 
When they tesrn just w hat is expected of 
them tbev will respond much more read­ 
ily and take n:i ¡m erest in the work, be­ 
cause they realize that they must live up to 
what they said they would. 
I is a wise 
course to follow and can result only in good 
work being acc unpliohed.” 


THE CONTRACT. 
‘‘W hat will be the n a tu re of tbs contract 
this Year, w ritte n or v e rb a l? ” 
"To roy idea there is ht'lo difference ex- 
c-p’ where the grower receives the boys 
delivered at his placs. 
In that cas* a wrt:- 
ten one is preferable. No. I afcall d o ! have 
a written contract, and will wag-r that a 
verbal one will answer my purpose. 
“i ’robably the chief reason why growers 


do not respond more readily to the call to 
hire w hite labor is owing to tbe fact that 
when a gang of boys is employed to do the 
work the employer is, of course, treated 
to a share of the responsibility; not only is 
he anxious that the boys should do as 
much as they can and in good shape, but 
he m nst also watch after their welfars and 
see that they are provided with the neces­ 
saries of life, for he has agreed to board 
them , and nut him seli out in many ways, 
whereas if such was not the case m any 
more would be employed. 
Chinamen, as a 
rule, are of less trouble. They mind their 
ow , business, and when the work is once 
pointed out that has to be done, all respon­ 
sibility is ended, beyond the fact that thev 
have to he watched in the course of their 
work. They board themselves, and that 
was considerable trouble saved. 
W ith all 
! ■ he experience I learned, I am free to con­ 
fess that the boys were good help when 
fairly given to understand what position 
thev stood in.” 
“ Kow m uch help will be required to 
gather tbe crop tnis year?” the reporter 
ventured to ask. 
“To that question I cannot make a defi­ 
nite reply at this time, for I have not given 
the question close attention. I am satisfied 
that I shall employ w hi'e help again, bnt 
prefer older persons than a great many of 
those I had last year. The boys I will not 
employ unless I see them in person, which 
I intend to do. The order for them will be 
given to the State Board of Trade.” 
THE DEPRESSION IN THE WINE BUSINESS. 
“ W ill this depression in the wine indus­ 
try that is talked about affect the wages of 
w hite labor ?” 
"Probably it w ill, but I am not positive. 
If the wages are affected it w ill result 
m aiD ly from the low price the grow ers 
w ou ld receive for their grapes.” 
In speaking of the grape crop in that 
portion of the State, Mr. M cIntyre stated 
that it promised an abundant yield. The 
foliage of the vines was in excellent con­ 
dition to protect them from sunburn, u n ­ 
less a very warm srell should come along. 
W hile the crop will be large, it is likely 
that it will be two weeks la'er than last 
year before it is tim e to pick. The growers 
in that section have planted to wine crapes 
chiefly. 
Some raisin grapes are cultivated, 
but not a very large quantity.

AMINATION OF AH GONG. 


M ajor A n d erso n F in d s F a u lt W ith a F a ir 
R ep o rt o f th e P ro c e ed in g s— 
M ore T ro u b le . 


T he prelim inary 
('lam ination of Ah 
Gong, for the m urder of Ly Lee Guev, was 
not resumed yesterday forenoon as was an ­ 
nounced, for the reason that Major A nder­ 
son, attorney for the defense, occupied the 
tim e of the Court, set down for hearing the 
case, in an eloquent 
tirade upon the 
R eooeu-U kion for what he was pleased to 
call its "designedly incorrect” report of 
Tuesday’8 proceedings in the m urder case. 
H e objected to his client being classed as a 
"highbinder.” 
H e did not agree with the 
report that cne of the witnesses for the de­ 
fense, a relative of the prisoner, "looked as 
serene and innocent as a new-born babe,” 
w hen he testified that it was "another 
m an,” and not Ah Gong who killed Ly 
Leo Guey. 
Tne Major condescendingly 
adm itted that there was some truth here 
and there in the report, but the majority of 
it was intended to benefit the prosecution. 
A ttorney Charles T. Jones, of the prose­ 
cution, took the floor after the Major had 
concluded, and repudiated the insinuation 
that he had been interested or connected in 
any m anner with the writing of the re­ 
port. 
H e considered the report a fair and 
im partial one, and it was very evident 
upon its face that it was not designed to 
m old public opinion in regard to the 
m erits of the case. 
H e could not see how 
his friend the Major could take offense at 
his client being referred to as a “ high­ 
binder.” As a m atter of fact, Mr. Jones 
thought the evidence tended to show that 
he was a highbinder. He was confident 
that the article had been written honestly 
and fairly. 
An adjournm ent until the afternoon was 
taken at the conclusion of Mr. Jones’ re­ 
marks. 
The m urder case was resumed at 2 
o’clock. The defense placed W ong Hing, 
w ho ia of the same family as the prisoner, 
upon the witness stand, and directed him 
to tell w hat he knew about the killing. 
H ing proceeded to relate alm ost exactly 
the same story as that told Tuesday by Ah 
Tan, another relative of the prisoner. 
He 
was conveniently near when the shooting 
took place and saw the m an who did the 
bloody work as he was m aking his escape 
from the place. The witness was positive 
that that m an was not his “courin,” Ah 
Gong. 
Mr. Jones subjected the witnesSffoa rigid 
cross-examination, and was just getting 
warmed up when Major Anderson inter­ 
rupted him by saying that the witness was 
laboring under a misapprehension. 
Mr. Jones objected strenuously to being 
interrupted, and appealed to the Court. He 
said he was getting tired of it. “As soon as 
you see your witnesses are about to be 
caught," said Mr. Jones, “you jum p up and 
interrupt me.” 
“Oh. dou’t get ram bunctious, now,” said 
the Major. 
“I’m not getting ram bunctious.” 
“ The whole trouble is just this,” said the 
Major, “ I am accused of manufacturing a 
delense in this case. Now, I only want to 
m ake these corrections btfore the witness 
leaves the stand, so that I won’t be ac­ 
cused of doing it afterward.” 
“ Oh, I understand what you w ant to do; 
that’s all right,” said Mr. Jones. “ But 1 
will insist that you allow me to cross-ex­ 
am ine this man. 
You can make your cor­ 
rections in the proper m anner afterwards.” 
The cross-examination then progressed 
smoothly to the end. 
T he next witness wns Jacob Graff, a 
young knight of the raztr, who was show­ 
ing an E h-tern friend througn Chinatown 
on the night of the murder, in the hope 
that som ething illustrative of highbinder 
life wouid reveal itself. 
Som ething ot the kind did turn up, to be 
sure. 
Mr. Graff said they were just walking 
down T hird street when they heard two 
shots, and shortly afterward a Chinam an, 
with a pistol in llis hand, ran past them 
and disappeared in the alley. H e was 
pretty sure that the m an was not Ah Gong, 
but he did not care about swearing to that 
effect. 
"W hy didn't you tell me what you knew 
about thii case when I asked ycu several 
days ago?” inquired Mr. Jones. 
"I wanted to wait till Igot into Court be­ 
fore I told everything.” 
“ W hj?” 
"W eil you know, ‘astill tongue is a wise 
head’—I always practice that." 
This latter statem ent, in connectiou with 
one be had made pnevously, that he was a 
barber, caused a large sm ile to overspread 
the features of the majority of the specta­ 
tors. 
After some uninteresting testimony by 
Tom Clark, bar keeper at Congress Hall, 
where Gong was employed, the case was 
continued lor further bearing until to day. 


HOW IT HAPPENED. 


O w en M organ E xplains H ow H e N early 
lturnecl th e W estern. 
Owen Moreau, the warm-headed and 
whiskered gentleman who set fire to the 
bed iu which he was sleeping in the West­ 
ern Hotel, Monday morning, was examined 
in the Police Court yesterday on a charge 
of arson.

Just before 
getting into bed, though, he remembered 
that he had left a package in the lastsaloou 
he had imbibed in, and, putting on his 
coat and pants again, he went out for it. 
W hen he returned a few m inutes later the 
window curtain was ablaze. 
H e tore it 
down, and it tell on the bed, setting it on 
tire too. Seizing a glass of water be doueed 
it on the beii, and, he thought, ex in- 
guished the b'aze. T hinking then that the 
hotel people would complain about the bed 
being burned he concluded to skip out. 
And he did. 
But the police located him , 
and placed him under arrest. 
T hat was nis sad tale. 
The case will be decided by Judge Buck- 
iey to-day.

S u p erin te n d en t

th e 
T em p o rary R ed u ctio n o f F o rce. 
J. B. W right, Superintendent of the 
Sacramento Division of tbe Central Pacific 
Railroad, yesterday explained to a reporter 
of the R ecord U nion the causes for the 
large reduction in the force of men em­ 
ployed in the shops in this city, which has 
been going on for some tim e past. A t first 
tw enty to forty men were laid off each 
week, but last week General Superintend­ 
ent J. A. Fillm ore seut an oider to lay off 
500 men, thus reducing the force to 1.200, 
at which num ber it is to be m aintained for 
a couple of m onths. 
About 350 stopped work last Saturday 
night and the olher 150 will quit during 
the present week. 
It is not intended to 
m ake any further reduction, aud Mr. F ill­ 
more states that after a couple of m onths 
the force will be increased again as rapidly 
as necessary to keep up will' the work, the 
probability being that by the first of the 
year from 2,000 to 2,500 m en will be at 
work again. 
Mr. Fillm ore says that tbe reduction is 
made necessary by the condition of the 
company's business. 
In the first place 
there has been employed at tbe shops, up 
to this sum mer, an unusually large force 
of men, and the road is in excellent shape 
as regards the num ber and condition of its 
cars and engines. There is, therefore, no 
necessity for so large a force on repairs. 
Then the opera’ion of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Act, at-d the ttdváíiiages and privi­ 
leges it has given the Canadian Pacific 
R nilw ayover the United States roads in 
the handling of transcontinental freight, 
has so decreased the volume of business of 
the Southern Pacific Company that not 
ouly are its gross earnings seriously cut 
down, but it fiuds that it has on hand much 
more rolling stock than it can use. The 
Cunadiau Pacific is heavily subsidized by 
tbe Dominion Government, has no taxes 
to pay, and can, by charging higher rates 
on local traffic, capture the bulk of ihe 
through business. 
The Southern Pacific 
Company cauuot meet this competition be­ 
cause oi the operation of the long and 
short-haul clause of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Ajy, and a9 a result its business is 
being destroyed by the road on the north, 
which has been well named “ the British 
Government on wheels.” 


SHE WAS THE AGGRESSOR. 


M rs. T h o rn to n 's M ode o f C ollecting B ills 
N ot A pproved. 
Daniel W ebster Lewis and Mrs. Kate 
Thornton were examined in the Police 
yesterday on counter charges of disturbing 
the peace. 
Mrs. Thornton testified th at Lewis owed 
her $5; that she halted him at tb®,corner 
of Twellth and G streets Monday, and de­ 
m anded it; but instead of “ ponying over” 
Lewis called her a vile name, and kicked 
her in the stomach. 
Daniel Webster, on the other hand, testi­ 
fied that Mrs Thornton requested him for

W illiam Jacksou, the rancher who was 
convicted a few days ago in Justice H enry's 
Court of battery upon Julius Pankonin, 
committed a year 8go this m onth in a 
saloon at N inth and L streets, presented 
him self in the same Court yesterday fi r 
sentence.

THE WHEELMEN. 


They W an t a B icycle T ra c k L aid a t th e ! 
F a ir G rounds. 
The Sacram ento W heelm en's Club are 
circulating a petition about town to have 
the Directors of the State Agricultural So­ 
ciety allow them to construct a quarter- 
niile track w ithin the paddock at Agri­ 
cultural Park, just in the rear of the 
judges’ stand and where it will be in full 
view of the grand stand. The petition is 
receiving the signatures of all the leading 
firms and citizens, and will be presented at 
the first meeting of the Directors. 
The wheelmen propose to lay a cinder 
track thirty feet in width, to be surrounded 
with neat fencing, if tbe Board will accede 
to their request. They say that wheelmen 
from San Francisco and other places can­ 
not be induced to oome here and race on 
the raee-track, as it is too soft and not at 
all suitable for bicycling. If they had a 
good track, of the kind proposed, there 
would be some grand speed contests on 
public occasions, and hundreds of bicy­ 
clists would come here occasionally at the 
annual reunions of the 
Pacific 
Coast 
W heelm en’s Association. 
There seems to be no serious objection to 
the Directors granting their request. There 
would be less room on that side of the 
track for those who like to view tbe horse- 
racing from their vehicles, but probably 
there would be enough.

Samples of building stone to be found any­ 
where in the vicinity of a proposed new 
public building are required by the Super­ 
vising Architect before deletm ining of 
w hat particular material the structure shall 
be built. 
Tiiere is one thing that the Board of 
Trade should urge upon the authorities at 
W ashington, through Cougressman Mc­ 
Kenna, and that is the necessity for com­ 
mencing work on tbe foundation for the 
building at once. Even now the water is 
close to the sutface of the site, and tbe 
foundation can be laid only in the fall. 
If 
not done between now and the rainy season 
the work will be delayed until another 
year. It is all im portant that this m atter 
be looked after. 


A LITTLE POOLER. 


Y esterday a S ligo, im p ro v e m e n t on th e 
T h ree P reced in g Days. 
The highest and lowest S guai Service 
tem peratures yesterday, says Signal Officer 
Bar wick, were 98° and 61°, being 6° cooler 
than the day before, due, no doub;, to tbe 
increased velocity of the wind, it being 
from eight to ten miles per hoar yesterday, 
while on the day before it was but three to 
five and six miles. This makes all the dif­ 
ference iu the world with our sum m er 
climate, for, give us a southerly breeze of 
from fifteen to twenty miles per hour, and 
overcoats would be necessary any night in 
sum m er. But iet the wind fait the Urow 
at tue rate of from two to four or five miles 
per hour and then tbe nights could be 
spent iu nature's own garb without any 
d.ssgreeable consequences or danger of 
colds being caught. 
Tnis “knocks the spots” out of the old 
saying of "never mind the weather, so the 
wind don’t blow ” 
It should be, to suit 
our sum m er clim ate: "Never m ind the 
weather, if the wind will blow.” 
The highest ami lowest tem peratures 
one year ago yesterday were 76° and 53°. 
The highest and lowest oue year ago to day 
(August 1st) were 82° and 51°, witti brisk, 
southerly breezes and a cloudless sky. The 
tem perature ye-terday at 5 a . si. was 62° 
and at 5 P. si , 92°.

D avidson, the Cashier, and obtained from 
him a leave uf absence, com plaining at the 
tim e of ill-h ealth .

The com et is about a 
sixth in m agnitude. 
The tail is pretty 
bright for twenty m inutes of an arc on the 
negative, and can be traced for 53 m inutes 
of an arc. The tail is wide ana fan-shaped, 
with borders concave to in o w n axis. From 
measurements made on the spot it was 
found that the brightest parts of the solar 
corona of last January were about four 
thousand tim es brighter than the brightest 
part ot the com et’s tail, or the brightest 
parts of the full moon are over eight m ill­ 
ion tim es brighter. 
These figures will give 
som e idea of the difficulty of m aking such 
piciuies. The com et is m oving to the north 
and east, and will be on August 2d in right 
ascension 14 hours .35 minutes, and declina­ 
tion south 2° 16'.
